VERWORK will not ruln any pitcher who takes care of himself and who has

& natural easy delivery. Bome of the game's gremtest hurlers at the present
time could not stand ths strain of pitching Afty games a season, as thelr delivery
requires too much strength, but pitchers of the Demuares and Rudolph type can
stand the grind with ease, as they do not exert themselves much.

We were taken to task several times for suggesting that Al Demares was not
Maing given enough work, the clalm being made that Demaree was too light and
was not phyaically it to stand more than one game cvery five days. But his axhi.
bition yesterday proved beyond doubt that the slender westerner can stand the
grind as well as if not a trifle beiter than any man in the game, again barring
Rudolph.
